THE FIRST AE RONAUT 


HIS INITIAL FLIGHT INTO SPACE WAI 
AT PARIS IN 1783.

The first attem pts to m ake ascen­ 
sions I v means of 1 a l i e n s were mad* 
In P aris in th e year 17.83. Pitntre dc* 
Hosiers was the first and most illustri­ 
ous of the long list of aeronauts w hc 
have fallen victims to their desire ta 
advance the a rt of aerostatics. 
In July aud A ugust of the year 1783 
balloons tilled with hydrogen gas were 
sent up from Paris, and in September 
nt Versailles th e Ii cst balloon was sent 
up freighted w ith living animals. 
In tlu> sam e year Montgolfier con­ 
structed a balloon which lie claimed 
would be capable of carrying passen­ 
gers. his workshop being In the gardens 
of the Faubourg St. Antoine. The bal­ 
loon was sixty feet in height and forty* 
eight broad. 
Its exterior was richly 
painted a.al embroid. r d. there living 
represented upon it the twelve signs of 
the zodim. the nim s of tho king of 
F rance am t ntmflu-rles*. tb-urs-de lls tun] 
lo WH' down, amid a crowd of grotesque 
Iliads and garlands of Hewers, a flock 
of eagles, with extended wings, th at 
seemed to be flying and supporting the 
huge balloon upon their shoulders. 
Below the balloon proper was con 
stru tted a circular platform of wicker­ 
work, covered with silk, which wa# 
used as a tar. This platform w as very 
large ami was surrounded by a Lulus 
trade to prevent the aeronauts from 
falling out. In Bio ci nter of Bds plat­ 
form or car w as an opening, below 
which w as suspended by chains an iron 
stove, which w as to be used Cot rarefy­ 
ing tho air In the balloon, w hile in on* 
corner w as a m agazine intended for till 
storing up cf an immense quantity of 
straw , which served as fuel. 
Pilatro (lbs Hosiers, generally alone, 
but a t one tim e accompanied by Bis 
M arquis d'A rlarnhs aud on another oc­ 
casion h r M. Girond de Villette, had as­ 
cended in Big balloon w ithout cutting 
Un* rope which hold it captive to a 
height of 1,290 feet. 
Hosiers bad touch difficulty in obtain­ 
ing permission from the king to make 
nu a s 'e a t without being held down by 
the rope. I»ut consent was at last se 
cured, and on the 20th of Novembe* 
l i s t , everything was made ready. F u r 
ing the day the tv iud anti rain were yid 
tent, and it was found necessary to 
postpone the ascent. The uext day, Bn

Irrft la ©Ma of 
(JivuWantagus th* hulk-ar. ra w aUrMHr 
H aving passed over P a r a sad Ii* 
come free fr ran all fear af getting en 
tangled among the buildings of the city, 
the aeronauts suffered themselves tc 
descend considerably until they Sound 
themselves in a frosh current of Hrs, 
Which bore them in a southerly direc­ 
tion. 
A fter proceeding a few miles farther 
the tire was allowed to die out. aud the 
balloon descended about liws miles from 
Baris. When the aeronauts returned to 
Bio C hateau de la Muette, they were 
greeted with the utmost euthusiasm by 
the a .'scm bl cd crowds. Benjamin F rank­ 
lin w as a witness of the whole spocta 
cie, and when asked wlint he thought 
of it he replied, “ I have seen a child 
born which m ay oho day be a mau.” 
Aerostatics had advanced to such a 
degree that on the 7th of January, 
1785, Blanchard, a m a l of Hosiers, 
crossed over the channel from Dover 
to Calais. 
Hosiers w as spurred on by Blanch 
nrd's su«eess aud set to w ork con­ 
structing a balloon which, when com­ 
pleted, he called nu aero mo nt golf! or. 
It consisted of an immense balloon of 
hydrogen gas, with a large cylinder 
placed under it, the use of it being to 
rarefy the air w ithout losing gas. 
W hen a favorable day had arrived, 
Flint re for the last time made hts 
preparations. 
Ile w as assisted by a 
Boulogne physician 
named 
Remain, 
and on June 15. 1785, they stepped into 
the basket, the ropes were cast off, and 
the balloon rose with the utm ost m aj­ 
esty from tho earth. 
W hen it had risen about 200 feet, it 
struck a fresh current of ak’ which 
took it directly tow ard the sea. 
It soon 
found another current which rapidly 
carried it back again. 
It possibly may 
have been the desire of Use aeronauts 
to descend to (iud a more favorable cu r­ 
rent of air. for while opening the valve 
to let the cold air into his cylinder un­ 
fortunately a huge re n t was made in 
the balloon. 
T he consequences were 
Immediate and horrible. 
A t th a t time 
the balloon w as 1,700 feet above the 
surface of the earth. 
A few moments 
afterw ard the two aeronauts lay oh 
the ground dead and horribly m uti­ 
lated. 
Near the spot w here P ilatre doe Ho­ 
siers w as buried a 
m onum ent was 
erected in 1853 to comm emorate the a1 
m ost miraculous crossing of the sen by 
B lanchard, upon the very spot of earth 
on which th a t intrepid aeronaut de­ 
scended. 
Ile had become for France 
a hero, and num bers of inscriptions are 
still readable.—New York Times.
